SPELLING BAD—

Spelling tests were conducted 
only in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades, for some unex­ 
plained reason. They showed 
that the fourth grade was five 
months . behind the national 
norm, the fifth grade, three 
months, and tht sixth grade, 
three months.

Reading tests showed grade 
A-ll in senior high schools was 
ONE YEAR behind the national- 
average; B-6 was five months 
behind and B-7 was two months 
back. Junior high schools were 
even with the national norm in 
this division, but in the elemen­ 
tary schools B-3 was two months 
behind and B-4, one month. B-5 
and B-6 were ahead ,by five 
months.

The language survey, showing 
the pupils' knowledge of capi­ 
talization, punctuation, words and 
sentences and parts of speech 
was taken only in the elemen­ 
tary grades and eighth grade 
of junior high schools. The 
junior hi£h grade was seven 
months under the national 
standard, grades B-5 and 6 each 
a month ahead of the norm and 
B-4 was three months behind. ' 

In the vocabulary tests,' all 
the grades except two In the- 
elementary schools ranged from 
two to six months behind the 
rest of the nation. 
EXPLANATION—

School officials, offering an 
explanation for the apparent 
breakdown in fundamentals mid­ 
way through the school system, 
pointed out that when the 
youngster reaches seventh and 
eighth grades— the junior high 
school period — his course of 
study becomes .greatly diversi­ 
fied and "there just isn't tim 
to emphasize the basic sub­ 
jects."

However, Elizabeth Sands, su­ 
perintendent of junior high 
schools, told the board:

' Teacher* coming Into our 
secondary schools are n<|t 
trained to teach the funda­ 
mentals and we have too few 
of the so-called old fauhloiicd 
teachers In our elementary 
grades who are grounded In 
plain, solid pedagogy."
